The ravages of controllable | 
disease are a major factor 
hampering food and industrial | 
production in large parts of the 
world. Dr. Leroy E. Burney, 
surgeon general of the United 
States Public Health Service, 


said here today. 

Dr. Burney is expected to be | 
elected president of the/| 
eleventh world health assembly 
to succeed Dr. Sabih Hassan 
Al-Wahbi of Iraq. He is chair- 
man of the United States dele- 
gation to the assembly, govern- 
ing body of the World Health 
Organization. | 

In an interview, Dr. Burney | 
mentioned India as an example 
of a nation in which con- 
certed attacks on such debli- 
tating ailments as malaria had 
increased food production. The 
World Health Organization is 
now pressing an intensive drive 
to stamp out malaria all over 
the globe. 

Cut in Fatalities. 

The prevalence of and mor- 
tality from malaria has been 
cut in half in the last 12 years, 
by means of DDT residual 
sprays to kill mosquitoes and 
by other measures, but the dis- 
ease still kills 1,500,000 per- 
sons annually and affects 150,- 
000,000. 

Dr. Burney noted that it was 
understandably difficult for 
citizens of the United States, 
where public health standards 
are generally high, to compre- 
hend the extent to which cer- 
tain ailments still prevail in 
undeveloped areas, affecting 
the attitudes of people and) 
their ability to do a day’s work. 

There is a remarkable simi- 
larity in the humanitarian ap- 
proach of public health officers | 
everywhere, Dr. Burney said, 
and their capability of working | 
together has been demonstrated | 
despite differences in race, | 
politics and background. | 

“We do these things as serv- | 
ants of the people,” he said, 
speaking of the world health 
agency's manifold activities to 
improve health, “because we all 
believe in the dignity of the 
individual and in human rights. 
This is a universal language.”

The Kremlin is implacably 
opposed to NATO and would 
like nothing better than to 
see the alliance fall apart 
through France's withdrawal. 

It is also recalled here that 
De Gaulle, as French pro- 
visional president, flew to Mos- 
cow and concluded a treaty of 
friendship and alliance which 
was aerogated by the Kremlin 
in 1955. The Kremlin does not 
hide the fact that it would 
again like to deal with Western 
nations like France separately 
instead of in the framework of 
the Atlantic alliance. 

(For the first time since the 
French crisis began, the Soviet 
press carried comments critical 
of De Gaulle today. The Paris 
correspondent of Izvestia said 
De Gaulle was ignoring the 
constitution by announcing he 
was forming his own govern- 
ment although Premier Pfilm- 
lin had not been overthrown.

Te the Editer of the Post-Dispatch: 

Large national corporations and 
the New York Stock Exchange in 
national advertisements are stress- 
ing the fact that today’s stock- 
holders are represented by the 
lower and middie income group 
as well as the upper income

It i¢ true that almost 9,000,000 
people own shares of stock in 
publicly held corporations. But 
these advertisements do not state 
the following facis: 1) 19 out of 
every 20 individuals in this coun- 
try own no stock at all; 2) a study 
in 1953 showed that 75 per cent 
of the stock in publicly held cor- 
porations was held by 3 per cent 
of the people in this country. 

As can be seen, it is not the 
average individual who is the 
control in these corporations. It 
is the small minority who con- 
trols most of the stock traded on 
the exchanges. 

I am not opposed to this small 
minority controlling the stock 
market but I am opposed to mis- 
leading advertising that tries to 
convey an impression that what 
is good for the large corporations 
is good for the country.

It is tragic that France should be forced to 
choose between a De Gaulle government and 
a popular front including the Communists, 
but if the choice must be made De Gaulle and 
the forces he represents will bear the major 
responsibility for bringing matters to this 
crisis. 

The United States Government is now mak- 
ing clear that it prefers De Gaulle, but it 
would be more in keeping with our tradition 
to express some admiration for the struggling 
remnants of a republican France which are 
still striving to keep liberty alive. 

The much-maligned parliamentarians de- 
serve some credit for refusing to be stam- 
peded by De Gaulle. It is sad indeed that 
they have been unable to muster resources 
enough to fashion a strong democratic alter- 
native, but at least they resisted under enor- 
mous pressure the effort to bowl them over 
by extra-legal means. De Gaulle may pretend 
that he observes the forms of law (Hitler too 
gained power by legal means), but in fact he 
has used the naked power of the armed forces 
in Algeria as a threat against the constituted 
government. 

He may not have defied, in so many words, 
the struggling Pflimlin regime in Paris, but 
he withheld support to which it was entitled. 
He could have appealed to his followers in 
the armed forces and elsewhere to join him 
in backing the Pflimlin Government as the 
lawful authority of France. He could have 
pointed to the clear duty of the Army and 
Navy to obey their civilian superiors. 


De Gaulle did nothing of the sort. Speeding 
back and forth between Paris and his village 
retreat, he, by his silence, encouraged the 
demonstrators to greater violence and to 
more extreme political demands. He made his 
moves so as to increase the probability of a 
call to power. 

This strategy of De Gaulle rendered the 
snare-beset path of Pflimlin increasingly dif- 
ficult until it at last became impassable. To 
his great credit, the presumably weak Premier 
from Alsace stood firm for constitutional gov- 
ernment through one crisis-fraught day after 
another. 

The notion that he would quail before the 
cries for De Gaulle and vanish in the night 
did not materialize. In the end he did resign, 
but not until three ministers had broken from 
his government. 


Even before De Gaulle could be summoned 
publicly to authority, the haughty, stubborn, 
hypersensitive soldier was seeing what it was 
like to try to govern France in its time of 
domestic and international confusions. An 
estimated 100,000 anti-De Gaullists marched 
across Paris in protest against his rise to pow- 
er. France, the birthplace of liberty, could 
look only with grave misgivings at the milli- 
tarist who used a crisis to win authority that 
he had sought for a decade and a half. 

Much as French stability is needed for the 
West, the return of order through De Gaulle 
can mean a deepening of the problems of 
allied co-operation.

Since 1949, when the NATO treaty was 
signed, De Gaulle has been protesting that it 
did not give France a sufficiently important 
role. By 1955 he was saying that neither the 
United Nations nor NATO had much meaning. 
And last year he advocated French withdraw- 
al from the alliance which, in his opinion, 
made France an American satellite. It will 
not be easy to convince such a man that 
NATO threatens neither the sovereignty nor 
the prestige of any of its members. 

De Gaulle has a notion of French glory 
which is almost Napoleonic. That this is out 
of tune with the times is no guarantee that 
it will not create difficulties for the partners 
of France in the various organizations de- 
signed to strengthen the unity of Europe. 
And it is an even more serious question 
whether the assertion of national glory can 
heal France's political divisions or bring 
about a settlement of the costly North African 
warfare. 


Thought for the Day 


The reasoning behind the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority's decision to permit ceremonial 
flights of military jet aircraft over Washing- 
ton on Memorial day is one of those niceties 
of thinking which we can admire without 
exactly comprehending. The CAA first asked 
the Air Force not to stage the flight, after the 
Aircraft Owners and Pilots Association had 
protested that it would be dangerous. It later 
decided not to press the request because of 
the special significance of the services. Our 
quandary here is as follows: Were the flights 
rendered safer by the special significance? 
Or is it deemed better, in the broad perspec- 
tive, to be significant than safe? We do not 
doubt that the CAA has the answers here, 
but so far as we are concerned they remain 
under the head of classified thinking. 


Alaska Over the House Hurdle 


By the decisive vote of 208 to 166, the 
House of Representatives has approved the 
bill to make a state of the Territory of Alaska. 
In order to win this notable victory, the pro- 
ponents of Alaskan statehood had to beat 
back a series of motions to pigeonhole the 
bill, advanced and supported by a combina- 
tion of Republican House leaders and some 
Southern Democrats. 


Speaker Rayburn had sald all along that he 
was for Alaska in this session and that he 
would put the Democratic leadership strongly 
behind the bill. The venerable Texan made 
good on his pledge. On the motions to strike 
the enacting clause and send the bill back to 
committee—in short, to kill it in this Con- 
gress—Democrats voted heavily on the side 
of Alaska. 


But it was another story on the Republican 
side nothwithstanding the direct intervention 
of President Eisenhower. Early in the week, 
the White House sent telegrams to House 
members asking them to support statehood: 
White House officials also got on the tele- 
phone. At his Wednesday press conference, 
Mr. Eisenhower spoke out again for statehood 
for both Alaska and Hawaii. 

Yet when the votes were taken, the Repub- 
licans provided most of the votes to stifle the 
bill and then later most of the votes against 
admitting Alaska to the Union. Typical of the 
Republican opposition was the G.O.P. House 
Whip, Arends of Illinois. After voting against 
statehood, he said he saw no “rebuff of the 
White House.” He just felt that Congress 
“needed more time to consider the bill.” 

More time to consider a proposal first made 
42 years ago! More time to consider one of 
the most considered issues beforé Congress! 

The Senate, to which the bill now goes, ap-

More Than a Bystander 


President Eisenhower opposes strong action 
to end the recession on the ground that such 
a policy might invite future inflation. But 
he also opposes strong action to counteract 
inflation. 

This curious conception of the Government's 
economic role came out at the President’s 
news conference, when he threw cold water 
on the suggestion that he should call in man- 
agement and labor of big steel and try to talk 
them out of forthcoming wage and price in- 
creases, This is, indeed, just what he ought 
to do. Another wage-price round in steel is 
sure to build up future inflationary pressures 
which the Government and the country will 
have to deal with. Why should not the Presi- 
dent use his great influence to prevent this 
from happening, if he can? 


How to get sound economic growth with- 
out a continuous round of rising costs and 
prices is the key problem before the nation. 
Broadly, the answer seems to be that over-all 
wage increases must be related to over-all 
increases in productivity, and prices must be 
held relatively stable. The penalty of failing 
to achieve these objectives is obvious in recent 
experience. 


Wages and salaries have been rising faster 
than over-all productivity, and corporations 
have been passing on these rising costs (often 
with something extra added) in the form of 
steadily mounting prices. The higher prices 
clipped something off every consumer's dol- 
lar, and nullified part of our higher incomes. 

Not all of the blame rests on organized 
labor. A recent study by Fortune magazine 
points out that a major factor in the “cost- 
price push” of recent years is a large increase 
in non-production personnel, such as engi- 
neers, scientists and administrators. The high- 
er salaries paid to these white-collar workers 
in some cases may have added more to costs 
than the increased wages paid to production 
workers. But whatever the cause, it is clear 
that the cost-price spiral must be brought 
under control. 


Government, in our opinion, should play a 
vigorous role in fighting inflation just as it 
should act vigorously against a slump. Mr. 
Eisenhower seems to feel that it should act 
vigorously in neither case—that government 
is a sort of disinterested bystander to the eco- 
nomic process. Nothing could be further from 
the truth. 


Commissioner Cross on FCC 


The much-criticized Federal Communica- 
tions Commission has a new member. He is 
John Storrs Cross of Alabama, who has been 
sworn in to fill the unexpired term of ex- 
Commissioner Richard A. Mack of Florida, 
who resigned under fire in the Miami tele- 
vision Channel 10 investigation. Formerly 
with the telecommunications division of the 
State Department, Commissioner Cross is a 
career service government employe as con- 
trasted with the political crony type of ap- 
pointee that had been going on the FCC in 
recent years. Had President Eisenhower been 
appointing men like John Cross instead of 
political hacks like the late Senator McCar- 
thy’s friends, John C. Doerfer and Robert E. 
Lee, the recent history of the FCC undoubt- 
edly would have been very different. We 
hope it will be possible to date the regenera- 
tion of this important regulatory agency from 
the seating of Commissioner Cross. 


Unclassified Tour at Hannibal 


Spyglasses and cameras will, we feel sure, 
be sedulously barred from Cardiff Hill. Due 
care will undoubtedly be taken to prevent in- 
spection of all military installations at the 
Becky Thatcher house. Possible uranium de- 
posits in the Cave, or other strategic materials, 
will, it should be unnecessary to add, scarcely 
be mentioned. Suitable draperies are, it may 
be presumed, to be placed, as a routine pre- 
caution, over any classified statuary at Main 
and North streets. 


With these elementary security measures 
we see no actual harm in the impending visit 
of Vitali N. Goryayev and Ivan M. Semyonov, 
of the staff of the Soviet satirical magazine 
Krokodil, to Mark Twain's boyhood home at 
Hannibal. Apparently the State Department 
is similarly reassured, since it waived the 
prohibition on travel by Russian citizens in 
Marion county, where Hannibal is situated.

Judges as Guardians of Rights 


In three cases appealed from federal and 
state court decisions in Louisiana, the United 
States Supreme Court has ruled on the side 
of Negro litigants. Two decisions concerned 
racial desegregation. One rejected an appeal 
by New Orleans officials who sought to keep 
alive Louisiana statutes requiring segregation 
on streetcars and busses. The other rejected 
an appeal by the New Orleans parish school 
board against the desegregation order. 


The third case concerned a Negro sen- 
tenced to death for the murder of a white 
woman. The Supreme Court did not pass on 
the question of or innocence. It found 
that Negroes had been deliberately excluded 
from the grand jury which returned the in- 
dictment. That was enough to void the con- 
viction on the grounds that the procedure 
was not fair to the defendant.

The Case Against 5 School Districts 


County Plan Criticized as Endangering Teacher Salaries in Some Districts

Proposals that have been seriously 
put forth to help schools in St. Louis 
County could be divided into four 
categories 

1. The improvement of the State 
Foundation Program. 

2. Some form of tax equalization 
for the County as a whole. 

3. The so-called Miller Plan; that 
is, the creation of five districts 
within the County 

4. The so-called Matthews Plan, or 
one district for all the County. 

I personally favor number one, the 
refinement and development of the 
Foundation Program at the state 
level. Philosophically, | can accept

one, it continues

educational structure. 

As long as local autonomy can sat- 
isfy the needs of its own district, 
then I do not believe this autonomy 
should be destroyed, which, in ef- 
fect, is what would occur under the 
Miller or Matthew plans. 

The Post-Dispatch has urged the 
County School Board to consider the 
Miller Plan and all other plans most 
seriously. This the Board is certain- 
ly duty bound to do.

hope they would give serious thought 
to the following negative aspects: 

1. There is no proof that I have 
ever heard of that a larger district in 
itself will produce better education 
for the children enrolled. There is 
considerable proof that too small a 
district handicaps the children. There 
is some evidence that larger districts 
in fact tend to lower standards. 

I think it could be argued that one 
of the reasons for the phenomenal 
growth of suburbs in the United 
States is the desire of citizens to 
move away from large city school 
districts into areas where the schools 
are more intimate, more personal 
and designed to meet more adequate- 
ly the needs of the particular com- 
munity which they serve. Not only 
is there evidence that large school 
districts drive people out of the area, 
but there is also evidence that pri- 
vate schools are organized to meet 
the needs of the community. 

There is also evidence, it appears 
to me, to show that when school dis- 
tricts grow beyond a certain size 
school board members, the responsi- 
ble people involved, no longer are 
identified with any segment of the 
community and theretore political 
aspects which are quite unrelated to 
the educational needs of the commu- 
nity enter into the picture. 

2. Since 75 per cent and above of 
any school district's budget is spent 
on salaries for teachers and admin- 
istrators what is actually meant when 
fiscal mattefs are discussed is im- 
proving or lowering salaries. 

The history of the improvement of 
teachers’ salaries in St. Louis County 
is similar to the improvement of 
teachers’ salaries throughout the 
United States in similar areas. Un- 
less certain school districts are able 
and willing to take the lead, teachers’ 
salaries lag far behind all the other 
professions and many trades: 

I would feel that equalizing teach- 
ers’ salary scales throughout an area 
as large as St. Louis County would 
destroy any possible initiative or 
leadership on the part of individual 
‘districts to improve the economic 
status of teachers,

3. In the arbitrary alignment with- 
in the five districts that Mr. Miller 
suggests there would be tremendous 
diversities of interest on the part of 
the community. Whereas, in smaller 
school districts the focus of commu- 
nity intsrest is considerably sharp- 
ened and therefore effective means 
can be taken to meet the needs. 


4. St. Louis County Is in a dynamic 
growth situation. It would appear to 
me that arbitrary divisions made on 
the basis of per capita assessed valu- 
ation will be unrealistic and out of 
date within a very short time, For 
example, district X at the moment 
with a low assessed valuation per 
capita will have in the next year or 
two several large industries estab- 
lished within its borders. Overnight, 
then, the artificial alignment of the 
“five districts” would be thrown 
askew. 


». Unless any plan that Is decided 
upon has as its major consideration 
the betterment of education for every 
child, the plan will be of the qual- 
ity of ashes—no basic substance and 
bitter to the taste. Basically, | object 
to the Miller and Matthew plans be- 
cause | am convinced that it would 
hurt the quality of teaching which is 
the one sure means of getting and 
maintaining good educa.ion. 


Lowering the better salary sched- 
ules of this area, which the Miller 
plan expects to do, would have a long 
range harmful effect on education 
that could not possibly be measured 
by any yard sticks that we have today. 


It has taken years for a handful of 
school districts throughout the Unit- 
ed States to bring up their teachers’ 
salary schedules to a point where 
they could at least compete with 
private schools and institutions, of 
higher learning for able candidates. 


If the better areas of the country, 
and St. Louis County is one of those, 
appear to be knocking down the 
good salary schedules, then I submit 
even those who wish desperately to 
teach may pause before entering any- 
thing so unrewarding and unpromis- 
ing. I find it impossible to be con- 
vinced that ills can be cured by 
crippling the healthy.

WASHINGTON, May 29 (AP) 
—Two unknown dead of two 
wars lay in state today in a 
great, quiet hall of the Capi- 


tol, while a nation offering its 
respects hastened to provide 
defenses against another con- 
flict. 

This day, like yesterday, 
more people came to the ro- 
tunda to file past the two 
bronze caskets. Some came to 
pay homage, some to wonder if 
within the casket lay a long 
missing one. 

The mound of wreaths and 
floral tributes from a multi- 
tude of organizations and in- 
dividuals grew.

There would be no more war, 
the world told itself.

The New Films 


PRESTON STURGES, the writer-director who shook 
the dust of Hollywood from his feet about seven years ago 
and migrated to France, where he was raised and educated, 
has come up with his first picture since then, an engag- 

ing and highly amusing satire, “THE 

yA FRENCH THEY ARE A FUNNY RACE,” 

which opened last night at the APOLLO 
THEATER. 

Mr. Sturges wrote the screenplay, in 
English, in this British-French production, 
from the humorous book by Pierre Dani- 
nos, “The Notebooks of Major Thompson.” 
As it centers on the life of Maj. Marmaduke Thompson 
(Jack Buchanon), a retired British Army officer, his French 
wife (Martine Carol), and their friend M. Taupin (Noel- 
Noel) in Paris, it goes through a list of French mannerisms, 
eccentricities and customs with wit, gaiety and verve, salted 
with the dry, nasal inflections of Mr. Buchanan's narrative. 
.It comments on the maniacal driving of ‘the*French with 
,Sestures, their fanaticism on handshaking, their way of 
hotly blaming a mysterious “they” for all discomforts and 
‘malfunctions, their bureaucratic maze, their mistrust of 
-anything and everything, their care and treatment of the 
-liver, their patriotic pride. 

Sturges has directed it adroitly with much of the free- 
swinging, salty comic bounce of his successful American 
pictures, and with excellent use of pantomime over narra- 
tive. Sometimes the exuberance almost goes to the slap- 
stick, and the music score is used to amusing effect. 


This could be subtitled, “The English They Are a 
Funny Race, Also,” as in recounting Maj. Thompson's 
Parisian experiences, Mr. Sturges gets in some sly and 
‘tickling satire on the Britishers. The bony English gover- 
ness Maj. Thompson hires to bring up his young son puts 
the house in an uproar with her setting up exercises and 
military drill, bellowing like a drill sergeant. Maj. Thomp- 
son's description of his romance with his first wife, a 
horsey English girl, is hilarious, particularly the proposal 
on horseback, and the advice given by the bride's mother, 
the duchess, to her daughter on her wedding night. 


The difference between French and English views on 
sex is demonstrated. When M. Taupin passes a pretty 
woman on the street, he turns around and follows her for 
a better look, and visualizes himself as a sultan in a harem 
with the girl flimsily clad as a concubine. When Maj. 
Thompson passes the same girl he looks straight ahead and 
does not flicker an eyelid. A safe distance away, he per- 
mits himself a discreet thought—how she would look driv- 
ing a ball on a golf course.

She stayed in fine 
homes and in an air condi- 
tioned hotel with a telephone 
beside her bed. 

She saw ships and trains for 
the first time, and took her 
first ride in a big shiny auto- 
mobile. 

Most impressive of all, she 
was presented to the Queen 
Mother during her royal visit 
to Australia earlier this year. 

Then the feted, envied little 
girl went home—to an Aborigi-

Her mother Ida, of the 
Moola Boola tribe, was wearing 
a torn and dirty shapeless 
dress, called a Mother Hub- 
bard. 


“Are you happy here?” 
Lockwood asked Ruth.

WHAT DO ADOLESCENTS 
want, anyway? “My husband 
and I would certainly like to 
know,” Mrs. D. writes. “What- 
ever we say, our 16-year-old 
daughter contradicts us. What- 
ever we suggert, she tries to 
do the opposite. We can't out- 
guess her because she's com- 
pletely unreasonable.” 


Certainly many other par- 
ents feel the same way about 
their own teenagers, Mrs. D.; 
and the adolescents return the 
compliment with compound in- 
terest when they talk about 
Dad and Mom.

And Picnicking 


SOMEHOW OR OTHER word has gotten around that a 
picnic is a wonderful occasion of laughter and feasting, 
with fleecy clouds floating by on the wings of gentle 
breezes, and song birds telling the world of the joys of 
spring and summer, of picnic time. What a false notion. 
Nothing, nothing, I repeat, could be further from the truth. 
But then, perhaps, my opinion of picnics has been twisted 
by the false hopes, deflated expectations and fears of eco- 
nomic ruin engendered by St, Louis school picnics. 

School picnics are an old and unshakable part of the 
St. Louis tradition and no matter how much you complain 
or rebe] you will find yourself shoulder deep in small fry, 
carried along by the swift current of enthusiasm, the gay 
abandon of picnic time. ‘ 

“Oh, it’s a wonderful day for a picnic” You'll think 
so when you ruefully shake the last tanbark out of your 
shoes at night and solemnly pledge, “Never again.” But 
as long as there are children and schools there will be 
school picnics and you—and I— will be there. 


My experience with school picnics goes back 
to the days when one of the highlights of the pic- 
nic was a streetcar trailer ride to Forest Park 
Highlands. Monroe School in South St. Louis al- 
ways picked a rainy day for its picnic, but as a kid 
I didn’t mind sloshing down Broadway to the car 
barns for the transportation which would carry me 
to the never-never land of ponies, racer dips and 
dodge-ems. It never occurred to me that my par- 
ents were getting drenched as they waved to me 
from the curb, or that considerable time and 
energy were involved in bringing this day to a rich 
consummation at the amusement park. 


You see, you just don’t walk into the park and get a 
table for your family. Not if you are an expert on school 
picnics. You go out to the Highlands about 6 a.m.—before 
they open to unstack chairs and brush up a bit before the 
deluge hits. After greeting the sleepy-eyed employes, you 
find yourself a convenient spot, then go about the task of 
re-arranging tables and chairs and hauling in an ice box 
full of food for the day. When all is ready you station a 
“watcher” and hurry home so you can watch the picnic 
parade.. In the matter of selecting a watcher, I've always

found an uncle or akan useful. But have a watcher. 
If you don’t, your chairs and tables are gone and your food 
and thermos jugs more likely than not will be standing 
disconsolately among the trash cans. 


Once you return to the amusement park you 
find the peace and quiet of the early hours has 
been replaced by bedlam. Children from at least 
three schools are tearing around, looking for their 
parents, or just tearing around. You see, the con- 
cessions haven't opened yet and there’s no place to 
spend their money. This is very frustrating, but 
I'm sure the Highlands management one day will 
solve this problem. 


A picnic, you would think, is a family affair. But you 
see your family piece-meal. One child will run up and ask 
breathlessly (demand, really), “Give me another dollar of 
my allowance.” This request comes a long time after the 
allowance has vanished in the welter of rides, drinks and 
confections. Another wants to go swimming. Can’t Daddy 
go swimming, too? No, he can't. He’s tired. How about 
another ride on the comet? A thousand times no. Chil- 
dren are despots. Once they know your weakness, they 
won't let up. “You can ride the merry-go-round, can't 
you?” Yes, if it just goes around once. More than that 
will kill me, if you must know. 

To understand my feelings about school picnics you 
should know I have children in two schools, which means 
two school picnics this year. I guess I'll have twice as 
much fun. That's one way to look at it, anyway.

I am one of the many who require a “good 
night’s sleep.” If we don’t get it we become logy, 
worn down by fatigue and not nearly as efficient 
as they might be. Nine or 10 hours the next night 
and presto! Transformation! 


Your son-in-law is doing your daughter a disservice. 
It would be bad enough under ordinary conditions; but 
saddling her with needless fatigue and nervous strain while 
she is carrying her first baby is thoughtlessness and sheer 
stupidity. 

Ask him how he'd like being forced to remain in 
bed for 10 hours every night. He’d probably say he couldn't 
gtand it, Then tell him it works the other way around. 
It’s just as much a hardship (probably more) for people 
who need nine or 10 hours rest in bed to tear themselves 
away four hours earlier. 

Chronic fatigue has a way of “adding up.” Better tell 
him that he will have a sick wife on his hands if he 
persists in having your daughtew live up to his personal 
“sleep formula.”

Civilization Presses In on Ohios Amish 
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D THEIR SONS MAKE UP MOST OF THE CROWD WA 
ABOUT 30 MILES FROM CLEVELAND.

CLEVELAND, May 239. 


MODERN CIVILIZATION is rapping on the solid oak 


doors of Ohio’s “plain people.” 


As a result, the bearded elders 


of the “old order Amish,” striving hard to keep the anger in 
their hearts from showing in their benign expressions, are hold- 
ing almost nightly huddles in their sturdy farmhouses. 


By the dim light of kerosene lamps—the “old order 
Amish” don’t believe in using electricity—the elders discuss, in 
the guttural Pennsylvania Dutch idiom of their ancestors, the 
possibility of pulling up stakes with their families and live- 
stock and making an exodus to a promised land where truant 
officers, deputy sheriffs, United States marshals and agents 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation will let them alone. 


All they ask is freedom to 
raise their families and crops 
and worship God in the man- 
ner prescribed by their Swiss 
and German ancestors four cen- 
turies ago, without interference 
by prying outsiders who con- 
sider their horses and buggies, 
broad-brimmed black hats, 
hand-sewn clothes with hooks 
and eyes instead of buttons, 
and old-fashioned butter churns 
to be “quaint” and behind the 
times. 


Trouble is, the laws of Ohio 
and the United States—both of 
which guarantee religious lib- 
erty—also require that children 
go to school, and that young 
men serve a term of military 
service or its equivalent. 


This exposure to “worldly 
ways and ideas,” the elders are 
convinced, would eventually de- 
stroy their sect. 

Through the years, they have 
seen most of their brethren 
gradually yielding to pressures 
of the modern world—slowly 
surrendering the tenets of their 
forebears, accepting such con- 
traptions as simple washing 
machines and farm machinery 
produced by a factory instead 
of a local blacksmith. Why, 
some of the backsliders even 
drive buggies equipped with 
battery-powered night lights! 

It’s estimated that about 20,- 
000 Amish live on well-kept, 
prosperous farms that extend 
through Ohio’s rich agricultural 
belt. Some front on busy super- 
highways. Some are under the 
flight paths of four-engined air- 
liners and vapor-trailing jets. 
Others, particularly in Lake 
and Geauga counties, are being 
ringed by the advancing sub- 
urbs of metropolitan Cleveland. 

Rubbing elbows with the out- 
side world has nudged all but 
possibly 1000 of the Ohio Amish 
out of rigid compliance with 
the strict credos of the old 
order. 

It is this tenacious 1000 who 
are now turning to their Bibles 
for spiritual support, remind- 
ing each other how some of 
their ancestors withstood tor- 
tures of fire and water in 
Europe rather than yield their 
beliefs, and probing for pos- 
sible pathways of escape to 
tranquility. 

At the moment, the eyes of 
the bearded elders are fixed on 
some areas‘in the Tennessee 
hills, where they believe local 
authorities will permit them to 


fulfill educational require- 
ments by conducting their 
own one-room parochial 


schools, in which the curricu- 
lum will consist solely of read- 
ing, writing rudimentary arith- 
metic and farming. 

But what about Uncle Sam's 
determination to make their 
sons obey the draft law? 

The elders shake their beards 
in baffled sorrow. “We must 
be of stout heart and good 
faith,” they reply. 

Those were the words with 
which a dozen elders com- 
forted 23-year-old Benjamin 
Kauffman of Fredericksburg 
when they escorted him to 
Federal Court in Cleveland to 
be sentenced for draft evasion. 

Kauffman, like all other 
Amish youths, had been classi- 
fied by his Wayne county draft 
board as a conscientious objec- 


work 18 months—for pay—as 
an attendant in a mental 
hospital. 

Many other Amishmen con- 
fronted with this choice have 
acecc, ied. According to hospi- 
tal administrators, they make

But Kauffman consulted the

Judge Connell, president of 
the Cleveland Mental Health 
Association, spent two months 
trying to persuade Kauffman 
to change his mind, He had a 
probation officer escort the 
Amishman through an over- 
crowded, under-staffed mental 
institution, showing him the 
pitiful plight of patients who 
“need your help.” 

“Other young men are risk- 
ing their lives every day at 
home and abroad to protect 
this country,” Connell said. 
“We respect your views as a 
conscientious objector. All we 
ask is that you do something 
compatible with your religious 
beliefs. Won’t you help these 
helpless people who need your 
assistance?” 

Kauffman twisted his broad 
brimmed black hat and shook 
his head. “I hold no one in 
this courtroom responsible for 
what is to happen to me,” he 
said slowly. 

Head ‘bowed, he went to 
serve 18 months in Federal 
prison—where he'll be exposed 
to such “modern conveniences” 
as electric lights and washing 
machines. 

The old order elders went 
home on a bus—bus riding is 
one of their few concessions to 
the Twentieth Century. 

They told Probation Officer 
Myron Patterson that Kauff- 
man had made his own choice, 
and they approved it. 

“It is better for our sons to 
choose prison to working in a 
hospital,” one elder explained. 
“Our sons will not be injured 
by close contact with criminals, 
but will set a good example for 
the other men by their conduct. 

“Some of our other young 
men did choose hospital serv- 
ice, and were distracted by 
pretty nurses and the luxuries 
of city living. They out-mar- 
riaged, and were lost to us for- 
ever.” 

The old order Amish frown 
on any use of cosmetics. They 
ban lipstick and rouge from 
their homes as rigidly as tele- 
phones and television sets. 

Three Amish housewives who 
went to jail at Wooster rather 
than obey a court order to send 
their children to school beyond 
the eighth grade said they had 
never powdered their faces in 
their lives. 

The three women and their 
husbands—Mr. and Mrs. John 
berger, Mr. and Mrs. Eli 
Hershberger and Mr. and Mrs. 
Emanuel Slabaugh — served 12 
days in jail without complaint. 

The children were still in

rights of the parents had been 
infringed. The children—now 
14 and 15—will probably pass 
16 before the Ohio courts make 
a final ruling on the issue. 
School attendance is com- 
pulsory in Ohio until age 16. 


Six other Wayne county 
Amish children were taken 
from their parents and placed 
in the Juvenile Detention 
Home to assure their school 
attendance. 


The old order Amish say it 
is all right for their children 
to go to school up to the eighth 
grade—but any education be- 
yond that is unnecessary, and 
will “spoil” them for following 
the ways and beliefs of their 
parents. 


Realizing the problems in- 
volved in a possible mass mi- 
gration, the elders are willing 
to compromise their differ- 
ences with the state—although 
not with the Federal draft law 
—but only on terms that will 
safeguard their sect. 

For example, some say they 
“might” accept the “Pennsyl- 
vania Plan” for Amish schools. 

That plan stemmed from a 
similar row over compulsory 
education in Pennsylvania's 
Lancaster, Mifflin and Somer- 
set counties several years ago. 
Several Amish parents were 
jailed there for refusing to 
send boys and girls to high 
school, until it was agreed to 
establish special secondary 
schools which the Amish them- 
selves would control. 

In these schools, Amish teen- 
agers spend three hours a week 
in the classroom. For the other 
25 “school hours” a week, the 
boys are assigned to “learning” 
by working with their fathers 
in the fields, and the girls to 
“studying” home economics 
with their mothers in the kitch- 
en. 

Pennsylvania school officials 
are considering some action to 
upset this “compromise” and 
Ohio educators consider it un- 
acceptable. 

While the controversial storm 
rages, Bishop Sam Swartzen- 
truber, one of the old order 
leaders, toils on his farm at 
Kidron and says more in sor- 
row than in anger: 

“You know, we don't inter- 
fere with the way other peo- 
ple live. We are farmers... and 
we are the best teachers of our 
7 ee for the lives they will 
e A. 

He nodded his patriarchal 
beard towards a group of his 
apple-cheeked grandchildren. 
“We're not bad teachers of our 
children,” he smiled. 

The view of some of his non- 
Amish neighbors—and also of 
some Amish who have relaxed 
their total adherence to the 
religion's Articles of Faith 
drawn up at Zurich, Switzer- 
land, in 1527%—is that some | 


Amish youngsters are so bright 
and intelligent that they would 
“go far” if given the advan- 
tages of secondary and higher 
education. 

But the old order elders don't 
want their youths to “go far.” 
They want them to continue 
being “plain people’—wearing 
simple black garments, working 
hard on their farms, paying 
their debts, 
crimes, raising big families, in- 


committing no 


dulging in few luxuries, driving 
horses and buggies and center- 


ing their social life on church 
affairs 

The Amish erect no church 
buildings, but hold Sunday 


services in various homes, sing- 
ing German hymns and reading 
the Bible together for several 
hours. 

The old order Amish wish 
there was some simple method 
to help them decide whether to 


stay and suffer what they con- 
sider the “persecution” of the 
compulsory education and draft 
laws, or to attempt flight to a 
“promised land.” 

heir discussions of the prob- 
lem have already disclosed 
some degree of acceptance of 
departure from “the ways of 
our fathers.” 

Most are agreed that, if they 
leave Ohio, it will be permissi- 
ble to ship their simple furni- 
ture, household goods, livestock 
and plows by truck and train. 
The old order Amish don’t ob- 
ject to anyone else having air- 
planes, radios, automobiles, re- 
frigerators, washing machines, 
television sets and electric raz- 
ors. They don’t even mind rid- 
ing in a taxicab. Their scruples 
are solely against owning such 
“luxuries” themselves.

A Riotous Tradition

Editor’s Note: The more things change, the 
more they stay the same. That holds true of the 
college spirit, which has been spilling over into 
peculiar channels—from the Oxford of 1354 to the 
Cornell of 1958. 


A COUPLE OF DECADES AGO they gulped goldfish 
and sat on flagpoles. Then they embraced the panty raid 
with considerable enthusiasm. Now, the college kids seem 
to have taken to throwing things at the boss, as witness 
the Cornell students who last week egg-bombed the uni- 
versity president for lowering the boom on off-campus 
social life. 

All of which might seem to indicate that college kids 
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\] 
have gone by, have tried to live up to rowdy repu- \ 
tations ever since the first crib notes were scrib- 
bled on the hem of a tunic. and the rowdiest, most 
playful lot were those who attended the great 
universities of Europe during the supposedly drab 
| | and studious Middle Ages. 

When medieval students were not huddled, quills 
poised, at the feet of the master, they were out on the 
town. Manuscripts weren't the only things illuminated in 
those gay days. More often than not, the students were 
/ well lit themselves. 

The universities of Leipzig found it necessary to cau- 
tion its playful students against “interfering with the hang- 
man in the execution of his duty.” 

A despairing Paris clergyman wrote: “A student’s 
heart is in the mire, fixed on prebends (allowances) and 
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the Middle Ages. 

Oxford townspeople once drove the university out of 
town. 

The affair was known as the St. Scholastica’s day riot 
of 1354. It began when several students complained of 
the. wine at the local pub. The vintner took exception.

Jupiter --- Largest Planet

SPEEDING toward Jupiter, | 


our rocket.tourists keep think- 
ing about the great ball known 
as the King of the Planets, A 
special question is asked by 
Heather: 


“I know that Jupiter is the | 
largest planet, but just what 


is its diameter?” 


If we measure Jupiter's di- 
ameter one way, it is greater 
than the other. From one pole 
of Jupiter to the other, the dis- 
tance is a little short of 84,000 
miles. At Jupiter's equator, the 
diameter is more than 89,000 


miles. This difference is due | 
-$ to the flattening of the planet 


at each end. 


“The diameter of Jupiter at 
the equator igs 11% times as 
great as the earth's diameter 
at the equator.” 

“Is Jupiter much larger than 
Saturn?” 


“Not a great deal. Jupiter 


has a diameter about 20 per | 


cent greater than Saturn. In 
a way, the rings make Saturn 
look larger, but Jupiter de- 
serves its rank as the largest 
planet in the solar system. The 
central sphere of Saturn is 


very large, but falls far short | 


of the size of Jupiter.
